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HISTORICAL  SKETCH. 


In  the  year  1845,  the  Baptist  General  Assembly  of  Tennessee,  feeling 
the  need  of  an  institution  of  learning  of  high  order,  resolved  to  establish 
and  endow  a  college,  known  subsequently  as  Union  University.  The  sum 
of  $50,000  was  raised  on  what  was  known,  at  the  time,  as  the  scholar- 
ship plan;  and,  the  entire  State  co-operating  in  this  movement,  the  insti- 
tution was  called  Union  University,  and  located  at  Murfreesboro,  the 
geographical  center  of  the  State.  The  Eev.  Dr.  Joseph  H.  Eaton  was 
made  president,  and  held  this  position  until  his  death,  in  1859.  During 
the  Civil  War  the  building  was  greatly  damaged,  the  library  and  appa- 
ratus destroyed,  and  the  endowment  wholly  lost.  After  the  war  an  effort 
made  to  revive  the  institution  for  several  years  gave  great  encourage- 
ment to  its  friends;  but  the  cholera,  which  prevailed  in  Murfreesboro  to 
an  alarming  extent  in  1873,  as  well  as  other  causes,  led  to  a  suspen- 
sion of  all  exercises,  and  induced  the  Baptists  of  Tennessee  to  make  the 
location  of  a  college  for  the  denomination  in  the  State  an  open  question. 

On  the  10th  day  of  April,  1874,  a  convention  was  called  at  Murfrees- 
boro to  consider  the  question  of  re-establishing  a  college  for  the  entire 
State,  and  the  following  were  appointed  a  locating  committee:  Matt 
Hillsman,  D.D.,  chairman;  G.  W.  Griffin,  W.  P.  Bond,  from  West  Tennes- 
see; Wm.  Shelton,  D.D.,  Dr.  W.  P.  Jones  and  E.  L.  Jordan,  of  Middle 
Tennessee;  J.  F.  B.  Maysj  J.  B.  Kimbro  and  T.  T.  Eaton,  of  East  Ten- 
nessee. The  committee  met  at  Nashville,  July  2,  1874.  Various  proposi- 
tions were  presented  from  Murfreesboro,  Chattanooga,  McMinnville, 
Tullahoma,  Jackson,  and  other  points.  After  pleading  by  able  represen- 
tatives from  the  contesting  points,  Jackson  was  selected  as  the  best  site. 

The  Tennessee  Baptist  Convention,  pursuant  to  a  call,  met  at  Trezevant 
on  the  12th  day  of  August,  1874,  W.  G.  Inman,  J.  E.  Graves,  G.  A.  Lofton, 
G.  W.  Griffin,  Hon.  Dorsey  B.  Thomas,  Tiberius  Gracchus  Jones,  Wm. 
Shelton,  Anson  Nelson,  John  E.  Bailey,  Hon.  H.  Y.  Riddle,  C.  R.  Hend- 
rickson,  J.  F.  B.  Mays,  G.  W.  Johnson,  T.  T.  Eaton,  and  Rev.  C.  C.  Con- 
ner, being  of  the  number  assembled,  when  the  Board  of  Trustees,  consist- 
ing of  thirty-five,  was  created.  Dr.  T.  G.  Jones  presided  over  the  first 
meeting  of  the  board,  and  Hon.  Dorsey  B.  Thomas  became  its  first 
president.  The  great  seal  of  the  State  was  fixed  to  a  most  liberal 
charter  for  this  institution  on  the  25th  day  of  June,  1875. 

On  January  20,  1890,  members  of  the  Executive  Committee,  and  a  few 
friends  determined  to  put  a  financial  agent  in  the  field,  themselves  as- 
suming responsibility  for  his  salary.     Col.  J.  W.  Rosamon,  of  Gadsden, 
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chosen  for  this  agency,  in  six  months  had  a  showing  of  about  $30,000 
in  individual  bonds;  and  on  the  5th  day  of  August  in  the  same  year  the 
deed  was  made  to  the  Southwestern  Baptist  University  of  the  campus  and 
building  known  prior  to  1875  as  West  Tennessee  College.  At  once  the 
University  received  fresh  impetus  forward  along  the  line  of  progress. 
During  the  following  November  the  American  Baptist  Education  Society, 
in  session  at  New  York,  set  aside  $12,700,  $2,700  of  which  was  to  be 
applied  to  the  payment  of  the  agent's  salary,  to  June  20,  1892.  The 
remaining  $10,000  was  a  gift  conditioned  on  the  raising  of  $40,000  addi- 
tional to  the  $30,000  in  individual  bonds  raised  by  Col.  J.  W.  Bosamon 
as  stated  above.  The  same  percentage  of  the  $10,000  was  paid  in  as 
that  of  the  $70,000  in  individual  promises  collected.  A  movement  has 
been  started  to  endow  a  Chair  of  Logic  and  Moral  Philosophy,  in  honor 
of  Dr.  J.  R.  Graves;  and  the  J.  B.  Graves  Monumental  Association  was 
organized  June,  1897,  with  Prof.  H.  C.  Irby,  Jackson,  Tenn.,  as  Secretary 
and  Treasurer,  the  only  requirement  for  membership  in  this  Association 
being  a  cash  contribution  to  its  fund. 

The  first  dormitory  was  erected  in  1895  by  the  liberality  of  W.  T. 
Adams,  of  Corinth,  Miss.  In  1896  this  building  was  enlarged  by  the  ad- 
dition of  a  three-story  front. 

In  1897  a  hall  was  erected  for  the  accommodation  of  young  ladies, 
which  in  consequence  of  a  liberal  gift  from  Mr.  J.  B.  Lovelace,  of  Mar- 
tin, Tenn.,  was  called  in  honor  of  his  son,  Everett  Lovelace  Hall. 

The  new  chapel  was  commenced  in  1897,  and  occupied  in  1899.  The 
movement  was  inaugurated  by  Dr.  W.  D.  Powell;  and  in  recognition  of 
his  distinguished  services  as  missionary  in  Mexico,  the  chapel  was 
called  Powell  Chapel. 

In  1890,  Miss  Willie  Edwards,  of  Shelbyville,  Tennessee,  made  a  gift 
to  the  endowment  fund  of  Sylvan  Mills  bonds,  which  on  the  market,  in 
the  winter  of  1901,  brought  $810,  to  which  she  added  $2,500,  thus  making 
the  Willie  Edwards  gift  amount  to  $3,310. 

In  1901-2  the  Perry  estate  became  the  property  of  this  University. 
With  this  the  Benjamin  W.  Perry  School  of  Biblical  Instruction  was 
established,  in  memory  of  Benjamin  W.  Perry,  who  at  the  suggestion  of 
Mr.  J.  P.  Lanier,  gave  his  estate,  amounting  to  $12,000.00,  to  the  South- 
western Baptist  University,  requesting  that  it  be  used  especially  in  the 
education  of  young  ministers.  Benjamin  W.  Perry  was  born  Dec.  9th, 
1822,  and  died  June  28th,  1901.  He  had  been  a  consistent  member  of  the 
Ararat  Church  for  half  a  century.  He  and  his  Christian  wife  lie  buried 
in  the  church  yard  where  they  had  long  worshipped. 

GIFT  OF  PROF.  H.  C.  IRBY. 

In  the  spring  of  1905,  Prof.  H.   C.  Irby  gave  the  University,  under 
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conditions   accepted  by  the   Trustees,   $18,000.00,   which,   with   $7,000.00 
already  given,  made  his  gifts  amount  to  $25,000.00. 

OFFER  OF  THE  NATIONAL  EDUCATION  SOCIETY. 

In  May,  1905,  the  above  society  offered  the  Trustees  $25,000.00  on  per- 
manent endowment,  if  the  friends  of  the  institution  would  promptly 
raise  $75,000.00  more.  An  effort  to  secure  this  offer  is  now  being  made. 
The  society  will  not  allow  us  to  count  the  cash  already  received,  but  we 
can  count  all  payments  on  notes. 
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THE  COLLEGE. 


General  Information. 

The  formal  opening  of  the  University  will  take  place  at  9 
a.  m.,  Wednesday,  September  5th.  Applicants  will  by  that 
time  have  taken  their  entrance  examinations  and  presented 
their  certificates  from  accredited  .schools.  On  that  day  students 
must  duly  register,  and  settle  all  fees  with  the  Treasurer,  who 
will  issue  a  receipt  admitting  them  to  classification.  Active 
work  will  begin  at  the  earliest  practicable  moment. 

Of  all  students  certificates  of  good  moral  character  are  ex- 
pected, and  honorable  dismissal  from  schools  previously  at- 
tended. Students  whose  vicious  propensities  have  already 
resulted  in  evil  habits  are  not  desired,  and  will  if  known  be 
excluded.  Likewise,  young  men  and  women  disposed  to  do  no 
serious  work,  who  enter  College  simply  because  their  friends 
do,  will  not  find  here  a  congenial  atmosphere.  This  institution 
and  this  faculty  stand  for  honest  and  persistent  application 
to  the  course  of  study,  and  for  the  enrichment  and  develop- 
ment of  character  under  Christian  influence. 

Students  already  members  of  the  University  will,  as  far  as 
may  be  practicable,  regularly  arrange  their  course  of  study 
and  choose  their  room  for  the  ensuing  year  by  May  15.  Those 
entering  for  the  first  time  will  carefully  fill  out  the  blank  on 
page  64,  and  send  it  on  before  September  1,  In  electing  studies, 
students  should  carefully  consult  the  schedule  of  lectures  on 

page  30. 

On  arrival,  men  will  proceed  at  once  to  Adams  Hall,  the  dor- 
mitory for  men  (page  12),  whence  they  may  be  directed  to  the 
President's  office  for  further  instructions.  Women  will  repair 
to  Lovelace  Hall,  the  dormitory  for  women  (page  14),  where 
the  Preceptress  and  Matron  will  be  ready  to  receive  them.  Un- 
less special  permission  is  granted  to  the  contrary,  men  will  be 
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required  to  board  and  room  in  Adams  Hall,  and  women  in 
Lovelace  Hall.

THE  CITY  OF  JACKSON. 

Almost  midway  between  Mobile  and  St.  Louis  on  the  Mobile 
and  Ohio  Railroad,  between  Chicago  and  New  Orleans  on  the 
Illinois  Central  Railroad,  and  between  Memphis  and  Nash- 
ville on  the  Nashville,  Chattanooga  and  St.  Louis  Railroad, 
Jackson  is  easily  accessible  from  all  points. 

It  is  a  progressive  city  of  some  20,000  inhabitants,  distin- 
guished for  hospitality.  Beautiful  residences  are  multiplying, 
parks  are  undergoing  constant  improvement,  and  all  material 
resources  are  receiving  unwonted  development.  The  extensive 
system  of  pikes  in  all  directions  is  making  Madison  County 
famous  the  country  over.  Though  industries  abound  and  pros- 
per, it  is  peculiarly  a  city  of  homes  and  of  flowers,  a  place  of 
culture  and  refinement,  alike  attractive  to  the  resident,  the 
visitor,  and  the  student.  Many  families  move  here  primarily 
for  the  superior  educational  advantages. 

The  healthfulness  of  Jackson  is  attested  by  the  unusually 
low  death  rate — a  condition  due  in  no  small  degree  to  the  com- 
plete system  of  sanitation  and  the  purity  of  the  water  supply. 
Coming  from  more  than  a  score  of  artesian  wells,  this  water 
seems  inexhaustible,  and  is  conveyed  to  all  parts  of  the  cor- 
poration by  the  efficient  municipal  control.  An  electro-chaly- 
beate well  of  great  therapeutic  properties  adds  mineral  to  a 
supply  almost  chemically  pure.  To  students  these  considera- 
tions are  not  without  value. 

Jackson  is  the  seat  of  the  Supreme  Court  for  the  Western 
Division,  and  of  the  Circuit  and  District  Federal  Courts.  The 
home  of  a  Chautauqua  for  a  time  in  midsummer  (this  year  from 
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June  29  to  July  8),  it  is  the  year  round  a  place  full  of  attrac- 
tions. Here  are  all  the  conveniences  of  a  large  city,  with  few 
of  its  disadvantages;  extensive  improvements  in  electricity, 
street  railway,  gas,  etc.,  are  projected,  and  there  is  in  general 
a  healthy  growth  on  every  hand. 

CAMPUS. 

Within  a  few  blocks  of  the  city,  yet  beyond  its  whirl,  the 
University  occupies  an  area  of  some  ten  acres.  The  slight 
elevation  slopes  gently  on  all  sides  to  the  various  streets 
bounding  the  property.  In  the  front  are  many  noble  trees. 
Here,  too,  are  tennis,  basket  ball,  and  volley  ball  courts.  The 
rear  is  more  open.  Graveled  drives  and  walks  intersect  the 
green  on  the  north,  south,  and  west,  winding  in  and  out  among 
the  six 

UNIVERSITY  BUILDINGS. 

Of  these  the  oldest  and  stateliest  is  College  Hall.  It  is  three 
stories  in  height,  and,  besides  lecture  rooms,  contains  the  li- 
brary, reading  room,  and  the  laboratories  of  biology,  chemistry 
and  physics.  Like  four  of  the  other  buildings,  it  is  constructed 
of  red  brick,  with  a  stuccoed  base;  its  distinguishing  feature 
is  a  portico  with  impressive  Ionic  fluted  columns.  Erected  in 
1847,  and  known  as  West-Tennessee  College,  it  was  occupied 
by  Federal  troops  during  the  Civil  War.  The  building,  with 
grounds  and  $40,000.00  in  State  bonds,  was  in  1891  made  a 
gift  to  the  Southwestern  Baptist  University,  which  had  been 
using  the  property  since  1875.  Recently  a  committee  bill  has 
been  approved  by  Congress  to  reimburse  the  institution  in  the 
sum  of  five  thousand  dollars  for  damages. 

ADAMS  HALL. 

Designed  as  a  dormitory  for  men,  this  is  a  large  building  with 
a  three-story  front,  and  two-story  ell,  begun  in  1895  and  com- 
pleted in  1896.  The  corridors  are  light  and  broad,  and  the 
seventy-five  rooms  comfortable,  though  the  utmost  simplicity 
prevails.    At  a  minimum  cost  rooms  and  board  are  here  con- 
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veniently  provided  for  some  hundred  and  fifty  men.  The  fur- 
niture of  the  rooms  consists  of  chairs,  plain  wardrobe,  table, 
wash  stand  and  dresser,  bed  with  springs,  bowl  and  pitcher. 
More  than  a  thousand  dollars  has  been  recently  expended  in 
sanitary  improvements;  every  floor  now  has  bath  rooms,  hot 
and  cold  water,  closets,  and  lavatories,  and  every  room,  steam 
heat  and  electric  lights.  In  as  much  as  these  things  are  so  per- 
sonal, students  will  be  expected  to  provide  their  own  blankets, 
comforters,  mattresses,  pillows,  pillow-cases,  sheets,  towels, 
and  napkins. 

Board  will  be  at  actual  cost;  a  deposit  of  ten  dollars  must  be 
made  at  the  beginning  of  the  first  month  and  if  all  is  not  re- 
quired the  balance  will  be  credited  on  the  next  month's  board. 
Board  must  be  paid  for  in  advance.  Some  of  the  faculty  usually 
live  in  the  Hall  with  their  families. 

The  advantages  of  living  in  the  dormitories  are  manifest. 
Regularly,  only  two  students  occupy  a  room.  They  are  not 
money-making  establishments — residents  pay  for  only  about 
what  their  accommodations  actually  cost.  The  best  young  men 
of  the  University  have  lived  here  and  still  do.  Fellowship  is 
promoted  by  this  close  association,  friendships  strengthened, 
and  college  spirit  developed.  To  all  these  add  cheapness  and 
convenience. 

As  far  as  possible,  students  should  select  their  rooms  by 
May  15.  A  deposit  with  the  Treasurer,  with  a  designation  of 
the  number  of  the  room,  will  be  a  sufficient  guarantee  of  good 
faith.  For  prospective  students  this  is  particularly  desirable, 
as  it  will  save  them  trouble  on  their  arrival,  and  will  make 
them  certain  of  pleasant  quarters.  An  enclosure  of  one  month's 
rent  will  reserve  a  room  until  the  last  of  the  opening  week, 
this  year,  September  8.  All  bills  for  rooms  must  be  promptly 
paid  in  advance  for  the  term. 

Students  having  guests  for  more  than  three  meals  must  pay 
into  the  fund  fifty  cents  a  day. 

No  young  man  of  vicious  character,  and  no  student  whose 
conduct  is  rude   and  boisterous,   particularly  in  the   dining- 
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room,  will  be  retained.  Smoking  about  the  approaches  or  in 
the  corridors,  and  the  use  of  cigarettes  anywhere  are  prohib- 
ited. The  comfort  and  welfare  of  the  majority  of  the  students 
is  more  important  than  the  slight  financial  contribution  of  the 
disorderly  few.  The  unpardonable  offence  is  that  of  having 
whiskey  on  the  premises.  Any  student  convicted  of  drinking 
or  having  whiskey  in  the  Hall  will  be  summarily  dismissed 
from  the  University. 

LOVELACE  HALL. 

The  dormitory  for  women,  erected  in  1897,  is  three  stories 
high,  and  has  thirty-two  rooms.  Like  Adams  Hall,  it  is  equip- 
ped with  every  modern  convenience,  each  floor  being  supplied 
with  bath-rooms,  hot  and  cold  water,  closets,  lavatories,  fur- 
nace heat  and  electric  lights. 

The  government  of  Lovelace  Hall  will  be  as  nearly  that  of  a 
refined  Christian  home  as  possible.  Only  such  regulations  will 
be  in  force  as  are  necessary  to  insure  irreproachable  conduct, 
to  inculcate  good  habits  and  polite  manners,  and  to  lead  to  the 
attainment  of  high  ethical  principles.  The  preceptress  will  at 
all  times  hold  herself  ready  to  advise  and  to  assist;  her  dis- 
cipline will  be  firm  but  sympathetic.  Parents  may  be  assured 
that  their  daughters  will  have  here  the  best  of  influences.  For 
the  cultivation  of  social  graces,  periodical  receptions  are  held, 
to  which  the  faculty  and  students  are  cordially  invited. 

The  rooms  are  made  as  attractive  as  the  moderate  rental  will 
admit.  Students  should  furnish  their  own  bedding,  mattresses, 
pillows,  towels,  toilet  articles,  and  napkins.  Here  the  cost  of 
rooms  for  each  student  varies  from  two  dollars  to  two  dollars 
and  a  half  a  month.  Early  attention  should  be  given  to  the 
selection  of  the  room,  and  a  deposit  made  with  the  Treasurer 
to  secure  it  (page  44). 

For  the  promotion  of  democracy  and  economy  the  following 
uniform  is  prescribed  for  all  young  women  residing  in  the 
Hall :  For  fall  and  winter,  a  navy  blue  dress,  and  Oxford  cap ; 
for  spring,  a  navy  blue  skirt  and  white  shirt  waist.     To  in- 
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sure  uniformity,  caps  should  be  purchased  in  Jackson.     Only 
Lovelace  Hall  girls  may  wear  this  uniform. 

Board  will  be  at  actual  cost ;  a  deposit  of  ten  dollars  must  be 
made  at  the  beginning  of  the  first  month  and  if  all  is  not  re- 
quired the  balance  will  be  credited  on  the  next  month's  board. 
Board  must  be  paid  for  in  advance.  Some  of  the  faculty  usually 
live  in  the  Hall  with  their  families. 

UNIVERSITY  CHAPEL. 

Completed  in  1899,  the  University  Chapel  is  a  two-story 
structure.  On  the  second  floor  are  the  halls  of  the  fraternities, 
and  of  the  literary  societies;  on  the  first  are  the  President's 
office,  and  the  auditorium  in  which  all  the  public  exercises  of 
the  University  are  held. 

CONSERVATORY. 

The  department  of  music  having  outgrown  its  old  quarters, 
a  classic  building  with  special  regard  to  its  purpose,  was  con- 
structed in  1905.  Containing  twelve  rooms  for  instruction  and 
practice,  it  adequately  meets  all  its  requirements. 

THE  POWER  HOUSE. 

Occupying  the  extreme  eastern  part  of  the  campus  is  the  new 
system  of  heating  and  lighting.  The  building,  of  light  brown 
brick,  was  erected  in  1905,  and  contains  engines  strong  enough 
to  heat  all  the  areas  dependent  upon  it,  besides  an  electric 
equipment  for  the  lighting  of  the  entire  University. 

GOVERNMENT. 

As  far  as  possible,  self-government  should  prevail.  The 
largest  measure  of  liberty  compatible  with  law  and  duty  will  be 
cheerfully  conceded.  With  a  few  fundamental  restrictions, 
students  are  encouraged  to  form  adequate  ideas  of  decorum, 
and  be  self-reliant  in  the  practice  of  them.  It  will  be  assumed 
that  all  who  come  here  are  ladies  and  gentlemen,  and  they 
will  be  so  treated  until  found  to  be  otherwise.  Nevertheless, 
the  right  to  make  admonition  effective  is  at  all  times  reserved. 
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Accordingly,  those  who,  while  not  vicious,  are  yet  found  neg- 
lectful of  duty,  will  be  placed  in  a  study-hall  to  insure  appli- 
cation. Persistent  disregard  of  regulations,  and  indifference 
to  work  will  subject  offenders  to  dismissal.  Likewise,  students 
who  fail  in  a  semestral  examination  in  a  majority  of  their 
studies  will  on  vote  of  the  faculty  be  dropped.  To  encour- 
age right  conduct  and  diligence,  the  President  and  Professors 
will  unexpectedly  visit  boarding-houses  and  dormitories  with 
more  or  less  frequency  throughout  the  year. 

Proposing  to  ourselves  the  ideal  of  manly  men  and  womanly 
women,  we  hope  that  our  students  will  more  and  more  measure 
up  to  the  standard.  This,  however,  is  impossible  without  a 
clear  recognition  of  duty,  and  a  faithful  adherence  to  it.  Of 
all  the  obligations  of  College  and  University  life,  the  strongest 
is  that  of  honest  application  to  the  work  in  hand.  Character 
itself  depends  upon  such  attitude  and  is  largely  determined  by  it. 
All  honorable  endeavor  is  religious  if  pursued  in  a  spirit  worthy 
of  the  high  qualities  implied  by  manly  and  womanly.  No  work 
should  be  called  religious  that  is  not  characterized  by  a  fidelity 
which  leaves  nothing  undone  short  of  the  utmost.  Work,  then, 
is  not  an  end,  but  a  vital  means  to  the  realization  of  any  char- 
acter worth  while,  and  the  achievement  of  character  is  the 
:noblest  aim  which  mankind  can  propose. 

Nor  is  knowledge  an  end.  Mere  class-room  recitation  may 
l>e  the  dismalest  of  all  things  unless  contributing  through  indi- 
viduality to  the  growth  of  the  powers  of  discernment,  to  the 
development  of  the  ability  to  discriminate  and  to  judge,  which 
alone  is  education.  "Without  this  result  of  all  training  there 
may  indeed  be  some  evidence  of  culture  and  refinement,  but  it 
is  too  superficial  to  influence  conduct,  and  is  but  a  specious 
ornament.  Students  will  therefore  be  encouraged,  in  matters 
lying  without  the  legitimate  domain  of  faith,  to  investigate  for 
themselves,  to  prove  all  things,  to  accept  no  authority  of  book 
or  person  as  final  until  ratified  by  their  own  intellect,  and  to 
cultivate  independence  of  thought,  and  courage  of  conviction. 
Not  otherwise  can  they  be  manly  men  and  womanly  women. 
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FUNDAMENTAL  REGULATIONS. 

If  maturity  were  necessarily  accompanied  with  a  due  sense 
of  responsibility,  we  should  content  ourselves  with  giving 
students  enough  work  to  keep  them  employed,  and  have  no 
rules  whatever  explicitly  set  forth.  We  are  fain  to  exercise 
the  mildest  of  paternalism,  however,  or  prove  recreant  to  the 
trust  reposed  in  us  by  our  constituents.  While  character  may 
be  developed  by  contact  with  evil  and  triumph  over  it,  we 
should,  notwithstanding,  feel  that  we  were  greatly  at  fault 
if  we  provided  no  safeguards  against  the  peculiar  temptations 
of  College  life.  But  let  it  be  understood  that  these  details, 
while  explicit,  are  not  meant  to  be  exhaustive.  Much  is  pre- 
sumed and  expected.  For  any  flagrant  breach  of  gentlemanly 
or  ladylike  deportment  no  intelligent  student  will  plead  absence 
of  specific  rule  or  ignorance  of  propriety.  Students  whose 
work  falls  in  the  Academy  (pages  53-55)  will  receive  much  more 
careful  oversight,  and  will  be  in  matters  of  industry  and  con- 
duct held  more  strictly  accountable;  for  the  ideals  of  the  pre- 
paratory school  are  other  than  those  of  the  College.  With  this 
understanding,  promising  all  possible  personal  interest  and  fos- 
tering care,  we  earnestly  hope  to  receive  young  men  and 
young  women  disposed  to  do  more  than  is  set  forth  in  the  fol- 
lowing summary  of  laws. 

Definite  hours  of  study  are  required  of  all  Academy  and  College 
students:  eight  to  twelve  a.  m.;  one  to  four  p.  m.;  seven  to  ten-thirty 
p.  m.,  during  which  visiting  is  not  permitted. 

Students  who  do  not  abuse  the  privilege  will  regularly  study  in  their 
rooms;  those  more  habitually  idle  will  be  assigned  a  place  in  the  study- 
hall,  which  will  in  general  be  the  destiny  of  such  as  prove  indolent  and 
refractory. 

During  study  hours,  students  are  prohibited  from  going  to  town  day 
or  night;  such  as  persistently  violate  this  restriction  will  be  suspended. 

In  the  interest  of  sound  scholarship  absentees  are  expected  to  give 
evidence  of  having  made  up  the  work  lost;  a  written  test  will  be  gener- 
ally insisted  on. 

Those  availing  themselves  of  the  privileges  of  the  dormitories  must 
observe  the  same  decorum  there  as  in  private  homes  and  hotels,  especially 
in  the  dining-room. 
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Attendance  upon  the  morning  devotions  in  the  Chapel  and  upon  Sun- 
day-school and  Church  (morning  or  evening)  is  compulsory. 

Absence  from  any  college  duties  must  be  duly  accounted  for;  but  no 
student  may  leave  the  city  without  permission  of  the  Executive. 

Students  whose  college  standing  is  unsatisfactory  will  be  forbidden 
to  appear  in  any  University  function  of  a  public  nature.  This  applies 
to  athletics  as  to  literary  society  celebrations  and  to  oratorical  contests. 

Except  by  special  arrangement  students  must  not  attempt  to  take 
more  than  an  average  of  eighteen  hours  a  week. 

A  schedule  of  studies  once  approved  may  not  without  speeial  permis- 
sion be  changed  after  October  1,  first  semester,  and  February  15,  second 
semester. 

A  general  assessment  may  at  any  time  be  made  upon  the  student- 
body  to  compensate  for  loss,  the  occasion  of  which  cannot  be  ascer- 
tained. Whenever  the  offender  can  be  found,  he  will  be  required  to  make 
up  the  amount  of  damage  done. 

Ministerial  students,  losing  perhaps  more  than  they  gain  by  attempt- 
ing to  preach  every  Sunday,  are  discouraged  from  undertaking  more  than 
one  appointment  a  month.  They  will  not  be  permitted  to  hold  during  the 
scholastic  year  protracted  meetings  or  on  such  account  to  be  absent  from 
their  college  duties. 

Students  failing  in  a  majority  of  their  studies  are  liable  to  suspension. 

Students  absent  from  chapel  or  from  regular  classes,  more  than  ten 
times  a  semester  will  be  required  to  take  another  subject  counting  for 
three  hours. 

The  use  of  cigarettes  or  of  intoxicants  by  any  student  is  absolutely 
prohibited.  * 

SOCIAL  LIFE. 

"While  this  phase  of  the  College  career  will  be  promoted  by 
the  association  of  the  students  in  the  dormitories,  it  is  felt  that 
it  is  of  such  importance  as  to  need  direction  and  formal  encour- 
agement. The  occupants  of  Adams  Hall,  accordingly,  give  re- 
ceptions Thanksgiving  and  Washington's  birthday;  those  of 
Lovelace  Hall  almost  every  month.  In  addition  to  these  prim- 
arily student  functions,  attended  by  the  Faculty,  the  President 
will  now  and  then  receive  the  University,  and  the  several  Pro- 
fessors will  entertain  classes  or  groups.  Everything  practi- 
cable will  be  done  to  make  young  men  and  women  happy  in 
their  residence.    Finally,  the  hospitable  homes  in  Jackson  are 
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almost  as  familiar  to  our  students  as  are  the  University  prem- 
ises themselves. 

MORAL  AND  RELIGIOUS  LIFE. 

Primarily,  this  institution  is  neither  a  reformatory  nor  a 
theological  school.  It  exists  first  of  all  for  the  training  of  the 
mind,  but  has  never  been  and  can  never  be  indifferent  to  moral 
and  religious  culture.  In  its  atmosphere  of  healthful  sentiment 
students  will  be  aided  in  strengthening  character,  and  amend- 
ing conduct.  Ministerial  students  are  encouraged  to  pursue 
their  college  work  here,  and  are  made  welcome  to  all  privi- 
leges which  other  students  enjoy.  There  are  no  privileged 
classes;  ideally,  the  college  community  is  a  democracy.  The 
more  thoroughgoing  the  association  of  all  the  students,  the 
manlier  they  will  all  be.  As  the  name  reveals,  the  University 
is  Baptist,  though  not  offensively  sectarian.  Besides  the  whole- 
some influence  of  the  churches  of  the  city  and  the  high  moral 
standard  of  the  people,  the  University  begins  the  work  of  each 
day  with  devotions,  attendance  upon  which  is  required  of  all. 
The  chapel  exercises  are  simple — song,  scripture,  prayer,  oc- 
casionally extended  with  addresses  by  visitors  and  members  of 
the  Faculty.  On  Sunday  all  students  are  required  to  attend 
Sunday-school  and  one  church  service. 

The  organizations  in  furtherance  of  this  culture  are  the  Mis- 
sionary Society,  the  J.  R.  Graves  Society  of  Religious  Inquiry, 
the  Young  Women's  Christian  Asociation,  and  the  Young  Men's 
Christian  Association.  At  Adams  Hall,  too,  an  informal  prayer- 
meeting  is  held  Thursday  evenings. 

LIBRARY. 

For  the  present,  the  Library  is  a  room  on  the  second  floor  of 
College  Hall.  Though  the  books  in  general  literature,  history, 
philosophy,  and  science,  as  for  reference,  are  too  few  for  our 
needs,  we  are  happily  not  dependent  on  them  alone.  The 
Jackson  Free  Library  is  within  three  blocks  of  the  campus, 
and  to  it  students,  properly  introduced,  have  free  access.  It 
is  hoped,  however,  that  soon  some  benefactor  will  give  the  Uni- 
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versity  a  handsome  building  and  endow  it  with  sufficient  funds 
to  provide  gradually  all  necessary  books. 

A  reading-room  has  been  regularly  connected  with  the  Li- 
brary, in  which,  besides  the  secular  and  religious  press,  the 
representative  magazines  of  Europe  and  America  have  found  a 
place. 

UNIVERSITY  LYCEUM. 

Appreciating  the  advantages  to  young  folk  of  hearing  lec- 
tures and  readings  by  prominent  men  and  women  of  the  world, 
the  University  has  for  several  years  provided  such  entertain- 
ment at  a  nominal  fee.  Hereafter,  to  students  paying  full  tui- 
tion for  a  semester  or  for  a  year  there  will  be  no  additional 
charge.    The  following  is  the  list  for  the  season  of  1905-06 :

The  University  esteems  itself  fortunate  in  the  visit  of  Judge 
Benjamin  Barr  Lindsey,  of  Denver,  Colorado,  formerly  a  stud- 
ent here,  who  lectured  before  the  entire  institution  on  the  re- 
clamation and  reformation  of  juvenile  offenders. 

CO-EDUCATION. 

From  its  origin,  friendly  to  the  education  of  the  sexes  to- 
gether, the  University  some  years  ago,  in  response  to  a  clear 
demand,  erected  a  dormitory  for  women,  and  now  vigorously 
solicits  their  attendance.  Experience  has  demonstrated  that 
women  are  enthusiastically  ready  for  the  higher  education  ac- 
corded to  men,  and  are  amply  capable  of  sustaining  themselves 
with  credit  in  all  the  studies  of  the  curriculum,  notwithstand- 
ing their  art  and  music.  Recognizing  the  aesthetic  and  discip- 
linary value  of  the  fine  arts,  the  faculty  have  voted  credit  in 
music  toward  graduation,  that  art  as  taught  here  being  far 
from  a  mere  accomplishment. 
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SCHOLARSHIPS. 

The  University  has  as  yet  no  foundation,  the  income  from 
which  may  be  bestowed  on  meritorious  students.  It  hereby 
appeals  to  friends  of  education  everywhere  to  establish  scholar- 
ships which  shall  enable  youth  to  continue  their  work  unin- 
terruptedly. 

Meantime,  it  announces,  in  general,  that  students  of  all  de- 
nominations who  have  the  gospel  ministry  in  view,  who  are 
recommended  and  licensed  b}^  their  churches  to  preach,  and  who 
are  unable  to  pay  tuition,  may,  on  application,  obtain  scholar- 
ships to  the  amount  of  their  tuition.  These  scholarships,  form- 
ally applied  for,  will  be  granted  only  on  the  condition  that  the 
Committee  after  investigation  so  recommend. 

To  stimulate  honest  application  in  our  Public  Schools,  and 
to  reward  ability,  a  Jackson  High  School  Scholarship  will  be 
awarded  to  that  pupil  of  the  last  year  who  shall  on  competitive 
examination,  the  first  and  second  Saturdays  of  May,  present  the 
best  papers  in  English,  Latin,  and  Mathematics.  This  scholar- 
ship is  good  for  one  year  and  is  worth  $50.00. 

In  all  cases,  the  right  of  revoking  scholarships  is  reserved, 
when  students  fail  to  maintain  a  satisfactory  grade  in  their 
work. 
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ADMISSION. 


GENERAL  REQUIREMENTS. 

Each  applicant  must  present  a  certificate  of  good  moral  character,  or, 
if  coming  from  another  college,  a  certificate  of  honorable  dismissal. 

Candidates  must  file  credentials  with  the  Chairman  of  the  Committee 
on  Admission.  Permission  will  then  be  granted  to  take  the  entrance 
examinations,  or  to  register. 

CREDITS  AND  ENTRANCE  EXAMINATIONS. 

Students  coming  from  other  Colleges  or  approved  Preparatory  Schools, 
may  receive  credit  for  work  done,  provided  they  present  a  detailed  ac- 
count of  the  work,  signed  by  the  executive  of  the  institution.  Such 
applicants  will  not  be  required  to  take  the  entrance  examinations.* 

All  candidates  not  presenting  approved  credits  and  who  do  not  enter 
as  ''Special  Students"  (see  below)  will  be  required  to  take  the  entrance 
examinations.  These  examinations  will  be  held  at  the  University  on 
June  5  and  6,  and  on  September  4  and  5,  1906.  Candidates  will  meet  in 
the  University  Chapel  at  8:15  a.  m.  on  the  days  assigned  and  will  be 
directed  to  rooms  for  the  following  examinations: 
June  5  and  September  4 — 

8:30  to  10:30  a.  m.,  French. 
10:30  a.  m.  to  12:30  p.  m.,  German. 
2:00  to  4:00  p.  m.,  Latin. 
4:00  to  6:00  p.  m.,  Chemistry,  Physics. 
June  6  and  September  £5 — 

8:30  to  10:30  a.  m.,  History. 
10:30  a.  m.  to  12:30  p.  m.,  English. 
2:00  to  4:00  p.  m.,  Greek. 
4:00  to  6:00  p.  m.,  Mathematics. 
Note  books  of  experiments  performed  must  be  presented  by  those  of- 
fering Chemistry  for  admission. 

Students  not  candidates  for  a  degree  may  register  as  "Special 
Students"  and  will  not  be  required  to  take  the  entrance  examinations. 
They  must,  however,  present  a  properly  signed  statement  of  previous 
work*,  together  with  a  certificate  of  good  moral  character.  Such  students 
will,  as  a  rule,  be  required  to  take  at  least  fifteen  hours'  work  a  week. 
Any  student  who  is  a  candidate  for  a  Bachelor's  degree  must,  by  May

1  of  the  senior  year,  submit  a  thesis  or  an  oration  for  graduation,  and 
speak  on  Commencement  Day  unless  especially  excused. 

Work  will  be  privately  outlined  for  students  wishing  the  degree  of 
Master  of  Arts,  and  must  constitute  a  course  of  at  least  fifteen  hours' 
work  a  week,  the  major  part  of  which  must  be  taken  in  some  one  de- 
partment. Only  students  who  have  taken  a  Bachelor's  degree  at  this 
or  another  institution  of  equal  rank  will  be  considered  as  candidates. 
A  thesis  indicating  ability  in  research  must  be  submitted  by  May  1  of 
the  year  of  graduation.

REQUIREMENTS  FOR  ADMISSION  EXPLAINED. 

BOTANY. 

The  student  should  have  acquired  a  fundamental  knowledge  of  plant 
structure  and  development,  and  of  plant  nutrition,  growth,  and  reproduc- 
tion. Note-books  will  be  called  for.  Such  texts  as  Bergen's  Foundations 
of  Botany,  Coulter's  Plant  Structures,  and  Bailey's  Elementary  Botany 
are  recommended. 

CHEMISTRY. 

Students  will  be  required  to  show  such  a  knowledge  of  elementary 
Chemistry  as  may  be  acquired  by  a  year's  work  with  a  text  like  Eemsen's 
Briefer  Course  in  Chemistry,  and  laboratory  work  of  not  fewer  than 
seventy-five  experiments.    Note-books  will  be  called  for. 

ENGLISH. 

Before  a  student  will  seriously  be  considered  for  college  work  in 
English,  he  must  give  satisfactory  evidence  of  his  proficiency  in  spelling, 
punctuation,  use  of  capitals,  and  paragraphing.  He  may  further  be  re- 
quired, unless  he  presents  the  subject  from  an  accredited  school,  to  take 
an  examination  on  the  following: 

1.     Grammar.    This  is  fundamental.    Ability  to  discriminate  the  parts 
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of  speech,  to  analyze  sentences,  and  to  observe  in  ready  speech  and  writ- 
ing the  laws  of  syntax  will  be  insisted  on.  Carpenter's  Principles  of 
English  Grammar  is  recommended. 

2.  Ehetoric.  A  sense  of  unity,  coherence,  emphasis,  and  a  practical 
knowledge  of  diction,  figures  of  speech,  the  qualities  of  style,  and  the 
kinds  of  composition  will  be  assumed.  Of  more  importance  is  extended 
drill  in  composition.  The  following  texts  are  recommended:  The  series 
by  Scott  and  Denney,  by  Carpenter,  by  Hill,  or  by  Genung. 

3.  Literature.  With  Brooke's  Primer,  or  some  such  text  as  Pancoast's, 
or  Newcomer's,  a  survey  of  both  American  and  English  literary  history 
is  expected. 

But  for  those  entering  1906,  1907,  and  1908,  the  stress  will  be  laid  on 
the  following  College  Entrance  Requirements:  (a)  FOR  CAREFUL 
READING.  Macbeth,  The  Merchant  of  Venice,  the  DeCoverley  Papers, 
Silas  Marner,  The  Ancient  Mariner,  The  Vision  of  Sir  Launfal,  Ivanhoe, 
The  Lady  of  the  Lake,  Gareth  and  Lynette,  Launcelot  and  Elaine,  The 
Passing  of  Arthur,  and  Irving 's  Life  of  Goldsmith. 

Upon  these  books  the  candidate  will  be  required  to  present  evidence  of 
a  general  knowledge  of  the  subject-matter,  and  to  answer  simple  ques- 
tions on  the  lives  of  the  authors. 

(b)     STUDY    AND    PRACTICE. 

This  part  of  the  examination  presupposes  the  thorough  study  of  each 
of  the  works  named  below.  The  examination  will  be  upon  subject  matter, 
form  and  structure:  Julius  Caesar,  L 'Allegro,  II  Penseroso,  Comus, 
Lycidas,  Macaulay  's  Addison  and  Johnson,  and  Burke 's  Conciliation  with 
America. 

Besides  answering  legitimate  grammatical  and  rhetorical  questions, 
including  versification,  the  applicant  will  be  expected  to  write  sketches 
of  characters  from  books  in  either  list.  Considerable  private  reading  of 
standard  literature  is  hoped  for  and  earnestly  urged.  It  should  be  said, 
however,  that  quantity  of  work  done  is  of  less  importance  than  its 
quality,  and  that,  since  there  is  no  special  virtue  in  the  texts  particular- 
ized, equivalents  will  be  accepted. 

FRENCH. 

(1)  Mastery  of  elementary  syntax:  questions  on  conjugation,  declen- 
sion, and  simple  idioms  may  be  expected.  More  important  still,  candidates 
should  be  able  to  translate  brief  sentences  into  French.  (2)  Ability  to 
translate  simple  French  into  good  English.  Several  authors  should  have 
been  studied,  and  a  minimum  of  three  hundred  pages  read,  though  the 
quality  of  the  work  done  rather  than  the  quantity  is  the  first  considera- 
tion. 

GERMAN. 

(1)     Accurate  knowledge  of  the  grammar.     Both  specific  questions  on 
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forms  and  syntax  and  sentences  involving  these  fundamentals  will  be 
required.  (2)  Candidates  should  have  read  some  hundred  and  fifty 
pages  of  easy  literature,  and  will  give  evidence  of  ability  to  render 
German  into  English. 

GREEK. 

A  working  knowledge  of  Greek  Grammar;  four  books  of  Xenophon's 
Anabasis.  Ability  to  turn  into  Greek  simple  narrative  passages  based 
on  the  Greek  read. 

HISTORY. 

American  History  and  the  elements  of  Civil  Government;  English  His- 
tory, with  attention  to  social  and  political  conditions;  Greek  History, 
to  the  death  of  Alexander;  Roman  History,  to  the  end  of  the  reign  of 
Marcus  Aurelius. 

LATIN. 

A  satisfactory  acquaintance  with  declensions,  conjugations,  and  gen- 
eral principles  of  Latin  grammar,  including  Prosody;  the  reading  of  four 
books  of  Caesar's  Gallic  War,  four  orations  of  Cicero,  and  six  books  of 
Vergil's  Aeneid,  or  their  equivalent;  ability  to  convert  simple  English 
prose  into  idiomatic  Latin. 

MATHEMATICS. 

A  good  knowledge  of  advanced  arithmetic,  algebra  through  quadratic 
equations  (covering  two  years'  successful  study),  and  plane  geometry 
(covering  one  year's  successful  study). 

PHYSICS. 

A  year's  work  in  which  the  student  acquired  such  knowledge  as  may 
be  obtained  from  a  text  like  Gage's  Elements  of  Physics,  or  Carhart  and 
Chute's  High  School  Physics. 

REQUIREMENTS  FOR  ADMISSION  TO  ADVANCED  STANDING. 

A  student  may  obtain  credit  for  advanced  standing  only  in  equivalent 
work,  done  in  institutions  of  equal  grade,  and  he  must  satisfy  all  entrance 
requirements  before  receiving  such  credits.  Any  student  may  be  ad- 
mitted to  advanced  standing  by  satisfactory  examination  or  by  presen- 
tation of  a  certificate  from  an  approved  college;  such  certificate  must 
indicate  number  of  hours  a  week,  and  quality  of  work  in  each  subject. 
In  cases  where  laboratory  work  has  been  done,  note-books  are  required. 

Credits  for  advanced  standing  must  be  secured  by  November  15,  and 
must  be  approved  by  the  heads  of  the  departments  concerned. 
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COURSES  LEADING  TO  DEGREES. 

The  groups  of  subjects  selected  for  the  Freshman  and  Sophomore 
years  must  correspond  to  the  groups  offered  for  entrance. 

Groups  1  and  2,  lead  to  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts. 

Group  3,  leads  to  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Science. 

For  either  of  the  above  degrees  a  student  must  have  obtained  credit  for 
at  least  122  hours.  Credits  are  determined  bj  semesters;  one  credit  hour 
means  one  hour  of  class  work  a  week  in  a  single  subject  throughout  a 
semester.

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Students  selecting  Group  1  will  be  required  to  take  a  course  in  English 
throughout  their  Junior  or  Senior  year. 

The  following  are  required  of  all  candidates  for  degrees  and  must  be 
elected  in  either  the  Junior  or  Senior  year: 

History  and  Economics  4,  5  or  6,  through  the  year. 

Philosophy:     A  three  hour  course  through  the  year. 

Elective  subjects  include  all  those  " Courses  of  Instruction"  not  desig- 
nated above  as  required. 

No  student  will  be  allowed  to  take  more  than  two  subjects  in  any  one 
department,  at  the  same  time. 

REGISTRATION. 

All  students  who  expect  to  return  will  register  on  Friday,  June  1,  be- 
fore 4:00  p.  m.  Enrollment  cards  will  be  issued  to  them  upon  payment 
of  fees  in  September. 

All  new  students  and  such  old  students  as  have  not  registered,  must  reg- 
ister on  Thursday  and  Friday,  September  6  and  7. 

Students  registering  after  5:00  p.  m.  on  Friday,  September  7,  will  be  re- 
quired to  pay  a  fee  of  one  dollar. 

Credentials  for  admission  (credits  and  certificates  of  character)  must 
be  presented  by  new  students  at  or  before  registration.  Students  are 
urged  to  mail  them  at  least  one  week  before  College  opens. 

Students  registering  for  a  degree  will  not  be  allowed  to  carry  more 
than  two  conditions.  These  must  be  removed  by  the  end  of  the  second 
year,  and  must  not  interfere  with  the  regular  work. 

Changes  in  registration  without  permission  will  not  be  allowed  after 
October  1. 

All  registered  students  who  do  not  report  to  their  classes  on  and  after 
September  10  will  be  marked  absent. 

OEDEE  OF  EEGISTEATION. 

1.  Credentials  must  be  presented  to  the  Committee  on  Admission. 

2.  Arrangement  of  course  of  study  with  the  Committee  on  Admis- 
sion, who  will  issue  a  registration  blank  to  each  student. 

3.  Upon  presentation  of  the  registration  blank  at  the  office,  properly 
signed,  and  after  the  payment  of  fees,  each  student  will  receive  an  en- 
rollment card  admitting  him  to  his  classes. 

EXAMINATIONS  AND   GRADING. 

Examinations  for  admission  to  the  Freshman  class.    See  pages  24-26. 

Examinations  are  held  in  all  subjects  at  the  end  of  each  semester  on  the 
dates  assigned  in  the  college  calendar. 

A  student  must  take  the  examinations  in  the  subjects  in  which  he  is 
registered,  at  the  appointed  time,  unless  excused  by  the  faculty. 
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Students  will  be  given  credit  only  for  those  subjects  in  which  they  have 
been  examined. 

A  student  whose  term-work  has  been  unsatisfactory  to  the  instructor 
in  charge,  or  who  has  been  absent  from  more  than  fifteen  meetings  of  the 
class,  will  not  be  admitted  to  the  examination. 

Any  student  failing  in  an  "elective"  or  "extra"  subject  will  not  be 
granted  a  degree  until  a  satisfactory  grade  is  secured  either  in  the  same 
or  in  a  substitute  subject  counting  for  the  same  number  of  hours. 

Any  student  who  shall  at  the  end  of  a  semester  fail  in  three  or  more 
subjects  will  not  be  allowed  to  continue  his  work  at  the  University  except 
by  special  permission  of  the  faculty. 

A  student  who  shall  take  a  "make-up"  examination  at  other  time 
than  that  appointed  must  pay  the  sum  of  one  dollar  for  each  examination 
bo  taken. 

Students  are  graded  by  letters  as  follows: 
A  signifies  95  per  cent  or  over. 
B  signifies  88  to  95  per  cent. 
C  signifies  75  to  88  per  cent. 
D  signifies  60  to  75  per  cent. 

F  signifies  a  condition  which  may  be  removed  by  another  examination. 
FF  signifies  such  failure  as  will  require  the  student  to  take  the  sub- 
ject again  in  regular  class-work. 
An  official  report  of  grades  will  be  sent  to  the  student's  parents  or 
guardian  at  the  end  of  each  semester.

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COURSES  OF  INSTRUCTION. 

Though  the  elective  system  has  long  since  been  introduced,  it 
is  far  from  unqualified.  A  glance  at  our  requirements  will 
reveal  that  as  many  as  three  years'  work  must  yet  be  pursued 
in  some  departments. 

Our  ideal  is  frankly  humanistic ;  we  are  conservative  enough 
to  believe  that  the  protracted  study  of  literature  is  essential  to 
anything  worth  the  name  of  college  education,  and  that  the 
highest  appreciation  of  letters  is  conditioned  to  at  least  some 
extent  on  the  fundamental  culture  of  Greek  and  Latin.  They 
are  therefore  exalted  and  students  are  urged  to  avail  them- 
selves of  both.  Even  the  Arts  degree,  however,  is  conferred 
without  Greek,  and  in  time  it  may  appear  desirable  to  provide 
more  completely  for  the  so-called  practical  education.  But  for 
the  present,  we  account  our  courses  in  history,  in  the  higher 
mathematics,  in  the  sciences,  and  in  philosophy  adequate,  along 
with  belles-lettres,  to  symmetrical  development,  with  the  accent 
not  on  the  material,  but  on  the  spiritual. 

The  following  outlines  of  the  various  departments  are  offered 
in  good  faith;  while  it  may  be  impracticable  to  give  every 
course,  and  while  scarcely  any  professor  will  give  more  than 
four  courses,  those  in  excess  of  this  number  will  serve  for 
variety  of  election.  Unless  as  many  as  five  apply  for  an  elective 
course,  the  Faculty  may  decline  to  offer  it. 

ART.

A 
review  of  the  forms  will  be  rapidly  conducted,  constant  practice  in  writ- 
ing given,  and  the  following  authors  read:  Kuhns's  French  Reading, 
L'Abbe  Constantin,  Voyage  de  M.  Perrichon.  For  Freshmen  and  Sopho- 
mores.   Three  hours  through  the  year. 

2.  Masterpieces  of  the  Seventeenth  Century,  and  composition  con- 
tinued. As  many  of  the  following  as  practicable  will  be  studied:  Cor- 
neille's  Le  Cid,  Moliere's  Le  Misanthrope,  Les  Precieuses  Ridicules,  Le 
Tartuffe.  A  survey  of  the  literary  field  will  be  made  with  Brunetiere's 
Manual  of  French  Literature.

2.  Literature  of  the  Eighteenth  Century.  Studies  will  be  made  in  some 
of  Lessing's,  Goethe's,  and  Schiller's  productions.  Francke's  History  of 
German  Literature;  Compositions.  For  Sophomores  and  Juniors.  Two 
hours  through  the  year. 
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3.  The  lyric  poems  of  Goethe,  Heine,  and  Schiller;  Faust;  Advanced 
Composition.    For  Juniors  and  Seniors.     Two  hours  through  the  year. 

GREEK  AND  LATIN  LANGUAGES  AND  LITERATURES. 

Professor  Williams. 
GREEK. 

1.  Homer,  Iliad,  Books  1,  2,  and  3;  Eeview  of  important  grammatical 
principles;  Composition.  First  semester.  Lysias.  Selected  speeches. 
Grammar,  Composition,  Reading  at  sight.  Second  semester.  Four  hours. 
For  Freshmen. 

2.  Plato,  Apology,  Crito,  and  selections  from  Phaedo.  First  semester 
Aristophanes,  Clouds;  Euripides,  Alcestis.  Second  semester.  Three  hours. 
For  Sophomores. 

3.  Thucydides,  Sicilian  Expedition.  First  semester.  Aeschylus, 
Seven  Against  Thebes;  Sophocles,  Antigone.  Second  semester.  Three 
hours.    For  Juniors  and  Seniors. 

4.  Demosthenes,  Philippics,  On  the  Crown;  General  survey  of  Attic 
Oratory;  Study  of  political  methods  in  Athens.  First  semester.  Pindar, 
Olympian  and  Pythian  Odes,  Bacchylides.

3.  Church  History.  Newman's  Manual  of  Church  History.  Two  hours 
through  the  year.    For  Juniors  and  Seniors. 

4.  Bryce's  American  Commonwealth;  Woodrow  Wilson's  The  State. 
Three  hours  through  the  year.    For  Juniors  and  Seniors. 

5.  Outlines  of  Sociology.  Small  and  Vincent's  Introduction  to  the 
Study  of  Society;  Wright's  Fractical  Sociology.  Three  hours  through  the 
year.    For  Juniors  and  Seniors. 

6.  Economies.  Political  Economy.  Elective  for  those  who  have 
passed  in  5.    Three  hours  through  the  year.    For  Seniors. 

MATHEMATICS. 

Professor  Rhoton. 

1.  Solid  Geometry,  College  Algebra,  and  Plane  Trigonometry.  Four 
hours  through  the  year.    Required  of  all  Freshmen. 

2.  Spherical  Trigonometry,  Analytic  Geometry,  and  Advanced  Algebra. 
Four  hours  through  the  year.    For  Sophomores. 

3.  Infinitesimal  Calculus,  Differential  Equations,  brief  course.  Four 
hours  through  the  year.     Required  of  all  Juniors  who  select  group  3. 

4.  Two  of  the  following  will  be  studied:  Advanced  Integral  Calculus, 
Theory  of  Equations,  Differential  Equations,  Mechanics  and  Solid  Ana- 
lytics.   Four  hours  through  the  year.    For  Seniors. 

5.  Surveying.  The  Surveying  will  be  almost  wholly  practical  field 
work,  and  will  embrace  all  the  problems  belonging  to  Land  Surveying, 
and  the  foundation  principles  of  road  construction  and  railroad  lines, 
such  as  leveling,  profiling,  curves,  cross  sections,  and  mapping.  The 
student  will  be  required  to  develop  a  practical  familiarity  with  the 
transit,  level,  and  plane  table.  Two  hours  through  the  year.  Elective 
for  students  who  have  passed  in  Mathematics  1. 

6.  Astronomy.  Astronomy  will  be  studied  with  the  equatorial  and 
transit  instruments,  and  will  be  chiefly  experimental  and  observational. 
Some  of  the  problems  the  students  will  be  required  to  work  out  will  be 
as  follows:  Determination  of  the  true  meridian,  our  latitude  and  longi- 
tude, time  determination  and  time  correction,  including  use  of  the  nauti- 
cal almanac  with  the  equatorial  in  the  observation  of  celestial  objects. 
Two  hours  through  the  year.  Elective  for  students  who  have  passed  in 
Mathematics  1. 

A  deposit  of  ten  dollars  is  required  of  all  Surveying  students,  to  cover 
cost  of  repairs  from  damage  due  to  careless  use  of  instruments,  which 
deposit  will  be  refunded  at  the  close  of  the  year  if  no  damage  is  done. 

Note:     To  facilitate  the  study  of  Surveying  and  Astronomy  the  Uni- 
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versity  has  recently  purchased  a  modern  equipment  including  Gurley's 
best  Surveyor's  Transit,  Engineer's  Transit,  level,  and  plane-table  out- 
fit; also  a  Gaertner's  3^  inch  telescope  with  equatorial  mounting  and 
fitted  with  a  driving  clock  attachment. 

MUSIC. 

Budolf  Eichter,  Director. 

As  at  present  organized  the  work  of  the  Conservatory  of 
Music  is  conducted  with  the  accent  on  piano  and  voice.  Stu- 
dents desiring  instruction  on  the  organ  or  stringed  instruments 
will  at  the  discretion  of  the  Director  be  duly  provided  for. 

Students  may  offer  two  hours  in  theory  of  music  toward  a 
Literary  degree.

Technical  exercises  of  more 
complicated  nature,  to  be  transposed  through  all  keys.  Scales  in  thirds 
and  sixths  in  contrary  motion  and  with  different  accents.  Czerny  Op. 
299.    Suitable  pieces. 

Third  Grades. — Cramer,  Selected  Studies.  Gradus  ad  Parnassum  (Cle- 
menti-Taussig).  Czerny,  Op.  740.  Heller  Studies,  Op.  47.  Two-  and 
Three-part  inventions  by  Bach.  Sonatas  by  Haydn,  Mozart,  and  two  or 
three  of  the  easier  sonatas  by  Beethoven.  Mendelssohn's  "Songs  With- 
out Words."  Sonatas  and  Eondos  by  Hummel.  Doering's  Octave  Studies. 
Mertke's  Technical  Studies.    Suitable  pieces. 

Fourth  Grade. — Gradus  ad  Parnassum  (Clementi-Taussig).  Fugues  and 
Fugettes  by  Bach.  Selections  from  Chopin's  Preludes,  Mazurkas,  Valses 
and  Nocturnes.  Kullak's  Octave  Studies.  Jensen's  Studies,  Op.  32. 
Heller  Studies.  Op.  46,  Book  II.  Sonatas  by  Beethoven  and  pieces  suit- 
able.   Mertke's  Technical  Studies. 

Fifth  and  Sixth  Grades. — Selected  Studies  by  Mendelssohn,  Moscheles, 
Eaff,  Henselt,  and  Chopin.  Selections  from  Bach's  Well-tempered  Clavi- 
chord. Schumann's  Symphonic  Studies.  Beethoven's  Concertos  and 
Sonatas.     Hummel 's  and  Mendelssohn's  Concertos  and  Fantasias. 

A  certificate  will  be  granted  to  those  who  wish  it  after  having  com- 
pleted the  third  grade  with  a  percentage  not  lower  than  95  and  one  term 
of  Harmony. 
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Pupils  will  receive  a  certificate  of  proficiency  after  having  completed 
the  fourth  grade  and  one  year  in  Harmony.  Those  having  finished  the 
fifth  grade  and  the  second  year  in  Harmony  and  Theory  of  Music  will  be 
awarded  a  diploma  of  graduation.  The  fee  for  certificate  or  diploma  will 
be  five  dollars. 

One  year's  experience  in  teaching  under  the  direct  supervision  of  the 
Director  is  absolutely  demanded  before  granting  a  diploma  or  certificate 
of  proficiency. 

VOCAL  MUSIC. 

Frederick  Lewis  Drake. 

First  Year. — Oral  exercises  for  placing  and  developing  the  voice. 
Special  exercises  for  relaxation  and  breath  control.  Boot's  "Technic  and 
Art  of  Singing."    Sieber's  Vocalises.    Study  of  simple  songs  and  ballads. 

Second  Year. — Oral  exercises  and  advanced  vocalises;  Panofka.  Classic 
and  modern  songs  and  arias  by  the  best  composers. 

Third  Year. — Further  study  of  songs  and  arias  in  German,  Italian,  and 
English.  Schubert,  Schumann  and  others.  Eepertoire  for  church,  concert 
and  oratorio.  In  addition,  one  year  of  Harmony  and  Musical  History 
will  be  required. 

Certificates  will  be  granted  those  satisfactorily  completing  two  years' 
work. 

Those  successfully  completing  the  three  years'  work  in  voice  and  one 
year's  work  in  Harmony  and  History  of  Music  will  be  granted  a  diploma 
by  the  University. 

All  vocal  students  will  take  part  in  the  regular  recitals  of  the  depart- 
ment, and  advanced  students  will  be  given  opportunity  to  sing  in  public. 

All  vocal  students  are  required  to  become  members  of  the  Choral 
Society  unless  specially  excused. 

Public  School  Music  and  Methods. — Music  is  now  a  part  of  the  regular 
curriculum  of  the  public  schools  in  nearly  every  State  in  the  Union,  and 
there  is  no  more  inviting  field  for  the  ambitious  teacher  of  music.  The 
demand  for  teachers  and  supervisors  equipped  for  this  work  is  far  greater 
than  the  supply. 

One  year  is  required  to  complete  the  course,  provided  the  pupil  already 
has  a  fair  knowledge  of  music. 

First  Semester. — Eecreation  and  rote  songs,  their  value,  and  how  to 
teach  them.     Problems  of  melody,  rhythm,  and  tonality. 

The  Rudiments  of  Music. — How  to  present  the  subject  to  children. 

Sight  Singing  and  Ear  Training. — Study  in  quick  perception  of  tone 
relations.     Study  of  exercises  in  ear  training,  oral  and  written. 

Second  Semester.— Minor  keys.  Difficult  intervals.  Vocal  modulation, 
diatonic  and  chromatic.  Singing  at  sight  music  of  moderate  difficulty, 
without  the  aid  of  the  instrument. 
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All  pupils  pursuing  this  course  are  required  to  attend  the  lectures  in 
Musical  History,  in  addition  to  one  year  in  Harmony.  Certificates  will  be 
granted  students  completing  the  course.

Professor  Savage. 

1.  Psychology.    Three  hours  first  semester.     For  Juniors. 

2.  Moral  Philosophy.     Three  hours  second  semester.     For  Juniors. 

3.  Logic.    Three  hours  first  semester.    For  Seniors. 

4.  History  of  Philosophy.     Three  hours  second  semester.     For  Seniors. 

MILITARY  SCIENCE  AND  TACTICS. 

Under  the  conviction  that  military  training  inculcates 
method,  obedience,  and  promptness,  the  Trustees  have  estab- 
lished a  department  of  Military  Science.  The  Secretary  of  War 
has  detailed  Colonel  Frank  W.  Hess,  of  the  United  States  Army, 
as  our  Commandant  of  Cadets  and  Professor  of  Military  Tactics. 
As  it  has  never  been  intended  to  have  West  Point  regulations, 
the  detail  is  most  happy.  Colonel  Hess  is  a  Christian  gentle- 
man, who,  avoiding  military  severity,  teaches  the  science  so  as 
to  get  from  it  all  the  good  that  erect  bearing  and  regular  exer- 
cise will  bring,  without  any  of  the  objections  of  the  system. 

With  no  disposition  to  make  this  departure  oppressive,  the 
authorities  have  yet  deemed  it  wise  to  require  two  years  of 
every  young  man  up  to  the  Junior  year.  It  is  hoped  that  the 
tasteful  and  inexpensive  uniform  of  blue  cap,  blue  blouse,  and 
gray  trousers,  will  promote  economy  in  dress  and  democracy  in 
spirit.  Though  the  quality  of  the  material  is  excellent,  the  cost 
of  the  entire  outfit  is  only  about  $15.00.     The  uniforms  must 
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nected  with  the  University:  The  " Apollonian"  and  the  "Calli- 
opean"  for  men,  and  the  "Palladian"  for  women.  These  so- 
cieties have  halls  handsomely  furnished,  in  which  they  hold 
weekly  meetings  for  improvement  in  debate,  declamation,  com- 
position, and  criticism,  and  for  the  study  of  parliamentary  law. 
Besides  these  regular  sessions  throughout  the  year,  there  are 
annual  celebrations  to  which  the  public  are  invited.  Students 
of  the  University  are  encouraged  to  connect  themselves  with 
one  of  these  societies,  and  thus  early  in  life  learn  to  argue  con- 
nectedly upon  any  subject  brought  to  their  attention.  These 
societies  have  all  had  a  prosperous  year. 

The  University  Library  is  open  to  all  students,  and  now  con- 
tains all  the  libraries  formerly  owned  by  the  literary  societies. 

Oratorical  Association. — With  those  of  three  other  institu- 
tions the  students  of  this  University  some  years  ago  organized 
the  Tennessee  Intercollegiate  Oratorical  Association,  and  a 
medal  is  awarded  for  the  oration  best  in  composition  and  deliv- 
ery.   The  Association  met  in  Jackson,  April  27,  1906. 

Physical  Culture. — Without  adequate  body  culture,  the  mind 
and  the  spirit  will  inevitably  fall  short  of  their  possibilities.  A 
strong  mind  and  a  pure  heart  alike  depend  upon  active  physical 
exercise.  Therefore  we  place  special  emphasis  upon  the  mili- 
tary drill  and  the  various  outdoor  athletic  activities  in  their 
several  seasons.  Tennis,  basket-ball,  volley-ball,  are  unstint- 
ingly  encouraged,  and,  under  faithful  faculty  supervision,  base- 
ball and  football.    Hearty  encouragement  has  also  been  regu- 
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The  Athletic  Association  is  well  organized.  By  its  initiative 
greater  or  lesser  interest  is  annually  aroused  in  all  that  makes 
for  legitimate  college  sport.  It  is  hoped  that  all  new  students 
will  connect  themselves  at  once  with  this  association,  and  thus 
forward  the  college  spirit  so  vitally  necessary  to  an  institution's 
prosperity.  In  perhaps  no  other  way  can  the  entire  body  of 
students  co-operate  to  better  purpose,  for  the  conditions  of 
active  team  work  are  both  moral  and  intellectual. 

Religious  Organizations. — Of  these  the  oldest  is  the  J.  R. 
Graves  Society  of  Religious  Inquiry,  so  called  in  honor  of  one 
of  the  original  organizers  of  the  Southwestern  Baptist  Univers- 
ity, and  founded,  in  1875.  Only  ministerial  students  are  eligible 
to  active  membership,  but  all  members  of  the  institution  are 
welcome  to  its  sessions.  Meeting  Friday  afternoons  the  Society 
discuss  practical  moral  and  religious  topics,  and  study  theo- 
logical questions. 

One  Friday  afternoon  a  month  throughout  the  year  is  sur- 
rendered to  the  Missionary  Society,  organized  in  1892  for  the 
study  of  the  history  and  methods  of  missions. 

No  little  inspiration  comes  to  the  college  man  and  woman 
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PRIZES. 

No  student  who  has  previously  won  a  medal  will  be  permitted  to  con- 
test for  the  same  medal  again. 

THE  STRICKLAND  MEDAL. 

This  medal  was  established  by  the  Eev.  Chas.  H.  Strickland,  D.D.,  and 
is  given  to  the  male  graduate  who  delivers  the  best  oration. 

THE  H.  L.  WINBURNE  MEDAL. 

This  medal  was  founded  by  the  Rev.  H.  L.  Winburne,  pastor  of  the 
First  Baptist  Church,  Arkadelphia,  Ark.,  for  the  purpose  of  giving  the 
same  encouragement  to  the  young  women  of  the  graduating  class  that  the 
Strickland  medal  gives  the  young  men. 

THE  JOSEPH  H.  EATON  MEDAL  FOR  ELOCUTION. 

This  medal  was  established  by  the  Rev.  T.  T.  Eaton,  D.D.,  LL.D.,  Louis- 
ville, Ky.,  in  honor  of  his  father,  the  founder  of  Union  University,  and  for 
many  years  its  honored  president.     It  is  awarded  for  excellence  in  elocu- 
tion and  oratory,  as  manifested  in  the  annual  contest. 
THE  J.  R.  GRAVES  AWARD. 

Mr.   W.   C.   Graves,   Memphis,   Tennessee,   annually  awards   a  prize  in 
honor  of  his  father,  for  the  best  essay  written  by  some  member  of  the  J. 
R.  Graves  Society  of  Religious  Inquiry,  upon  some  assigned  topic. 
THE   CALLIOPEAN   MEDALS. 

The  Calliopean  Literary  Society  offers  three  medals:     The  first,  the  "T. 
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W.  Young  Medal,"  given  to  the  representative  of  this  society  that  shall 
deliver  the  best  oration  in  the  annual  celebration  at  the  close  of  the  ses- 
sion; the  second,  to  the  best  debater;  the  third,  to  the  one  making  the 
greatest  improvement.  The  decision  for  the  last  two  is  made  by  the 
Society  itself. 

APOLLONIAN  MEDALS. 

These  medals  are  awarded  by  the  Apollonian  Literary  Society.  One  is 
given  to  the  best  debater.  Another,  to  the  member  who  has  made  the 
greatest  improvement  during  the  session. 

PALLADIAN  MEDAL. 

A  medal  is  given  to  the  representative  of  the  Palladian  Society  who 
shall  make  the  best  effort  at  the  annual  celebration  at  the  close  of  the 
year. 

THE  EATONIAN  MEDAL. 

Beginning  with  1905  a  medal  will  be  awarded  each  year  by  the  Board 
of  Editors,  for  the  best  original  story  to  the  current  volume  of  the  college 
magazine,  The  Eatonian.  The  contest  will  close  with  the  April  number, 
and  the  award  will  be  formally  announced  during  Commencement. 

THE  BURROWS  MEDAL. 

Founded  by  the  Rev.  Lansing  Burrows,  LL.D.,  this  medal  will  be 
awarded  to  that  ministerial  student  who  shall  at  Commencement  time 
excel  in  reading  a  chapter  of  the  Bible  and  a  hymn. 

THE  PRESIDENT'S  MEDAL. 

This  medal,  the  gift  of  the  Rev.  Philip  Thomas  Hale,  D.D.,  LL.D.,  will 
be  awarded  to  that  student  of  the  University  who  shall  at  Commencement 
time  excel  the  winner  of  the  Burrows  medal  in  reading  a  chapter  of  the 
Bible  and  a  hymn.

Money  paid  for  tuition  will  not  be  refunded  to  students  receiving 
credit  for  the  time  lost,  nor  for  any  cause  except  at  the  option  of  the 
Executive  Committee. 

Seniors  will,  on  registration  in  September,  deposit  with  the  Treasurer 
ten  dollars  for  graduation  and  diploma. 

Students  who  are  absent  from  meals  for  fifteen  or  more  consecutive 
days  will  be  granted  a  proportionate  reduction  in  their  payment  for  board 
if  the  authorities  are  notified  in  advance,  but  not  otherwise. 

Where  the  entire  amount  for  tuition  and  board  for  the  year  is  paid  in 
advance,  a  discount  of  five  per  cent  will  be  granted. 

A  deposit  of  five  dollars  is  required  of  all  students  on  entrance  to  cover 
any  damage  to  property  and  will  be  refunded  if  not  so  used.  However 
any  destruction  to  college  property  by  students,  the  perpetrator  of  which 
cannot  be  ascertained,  will  be  assessed  proportionately  among  the  whole 
body  of  students,  and  taken  from  the  deposits  of  five  dollars.

The  Academy  is  at  present  located  in  one  of  the  University 

buildings,   and  has  at  its  disposal  a  large  study  hall.     The 

recitation  rooms  are  well  lighted,  have  ample  blackboard  space, 

and  are  equipped  with  modern  student-desks  and  electric  lights. 

REQUIREMENTS  FOR  ADMISSION. 

Each  applicant  will  be  required  to  present  a  certificate  of  good  moral 
character  and  also  a  statement  of  his  proficiency  in  his  previous  school 
work. 

GENERAL  REGULATIONS. 

Students  must  attend  classes  regularly,  and  unless  engaged  in  class 
work,  may  be  assigned  seats  in  the  study-hall  from  9  to  12  a.  m.,  and  from 
1  to  4  p.  m.,  and  in  case  of  all  boarding  students  from  7  to  9:30  p.  m.  This 
applies  to  students  taking  two  or  more  subjects  in  the  department,  ex- 
cept when  excused  by  the  Principal. 

The  study-hall  will  be  in  charge  of  a  teacher  at  all  times. 

From  4  to  6  p.  m.  students  are  expected  to  be  out  of  doors  taking 
some  kind  of  exercise.  Base-ball,  basket-ball,  tennis  and  the  like  may  be 
played  on  the  campus. 

No  student  will  be  allowed  to  go  to  town  during  study  hours  or  at 
night  or  to  leave  town  except  by  permission  of  the  Principal.  A  persist- 
ent disregard  of  this  rule  will  lead  to  dismissal. 

AD  students  whose  homes  are  not  in  town  will  be  required  to  room 
and  board  on  the  campus  unless  individually  excused. 

A  teacher  will  room  in  the  men's  dormitory.  The  girls  will  be  under 
the  efficient  care  of  the  preceptress  of  Lovelace  Hall. 
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No  pupil  whose  influence  is  found  to  be  harmful  will  be  retained  in 
school.
